1  assume 
that  you  do  not  require  this,  since  it  seems  to  me  that  the  evidence 
points  to  the  probability  that  the  solution  is  what  Koch  says  it 
is,  or  at  least  the  equivelent. 

You  will  appreciate  that  while  glyoxal  In  water  gives  a  curve 
similar  to  that  of  the  ampoule  material,  this  does  not  neoesssrily 
mean  that  the  latter  la  this.  It  SMrely  gives  pi*eeumptive  avldenoe 
that  similar  molecular  bonds  are  present  in  the  tfo  materials, 
tly  concluaion  is  that  the  spectrorraphlc  analyais,  as  carried  out 
so  far,  suikea  it  appear  very  probable  that  the  siaterlal  is  what 
Koch  says  it  is.

I  have  your  letter  of  May  6  ehioh  was  received  during 
■y  absence  fron  the  office  and  has  been  unfortunately  delayed 
In  reply* 

lour  letter  bad  to  do  with  the  drive  of  the  American 
Cancer  Society  for  contributions,  and  I  have  to  say  frankly  to 
you  that  I  cannot  see  how  you  ever  got  roped  Into  this  sort  of 
program.  I  make  this  statement  advisedly*  All  the  comments  on 
the  fatalities  from  cancer  Z  Imagine  are  entirely  correct,  and 
far  be  It  from  me  to  question  them,  but  the  thing  I  do  question 
about  the  whole  matter  is  this*  With  all  the  money  and  all  the 
organizations  they  have  In  cancer  research.  It  has  grown  Into 
quite  a  racket*  If  the  same  type  of  organization  and  bralne 
were  applied  to  coodiattlng  cancer  as  were  applied  to  the  atonic 
bomb,  we  would  set  somewhere,  but  I  am  personally  convinced  no 
group  of  medical  men  will  ever  solve  the  cancer  problem,  for  two 
reasons*  In  the  first  place,  they  are  not  qualified  to  conduct 
the  research  because  their  minds  are  closed  Insofar  as  they 
approach  It  fron  the  standpoint  of  medicine  only  and  not  science 
In  general*  In  the  second  place,  the  whole  process  of  carrying 
on  cancer  research  and  Its  treataient  Is  too  lucrative  to  thi^>v 
out  of  the  window  over  night. 

As  my  own  personal  opinion  and  expressed  as  a  friendly 
suggestion  to  you,  I  would  think  you  would  be  extremely  wise  not 
to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  American  Cancer  Society  or  any 
other  present  cancer  organization*  Although  they  have  a  very 
glamorous  list  of  Directors.  Trustees  or  whatever  you  want  to 
call  them.  In  looking  over  the  list  you  know  perfectly  well  not 
more  than  one  or  two  could  take  Interest  enough  In  what  Is  going 
on  to  be  able  to  contribute  substantially  to  It*  For  Instance, 
Mr*  William  Green,  President  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
Is  a  Director*  You  go  down  through  the  list  and  smile  as  you  go. 
I  am  personally  not  interested  In  the  drive*

As  far  as  X  aa  personally  concerned,  1  consider  hla  one  of  the 
outstandlrvg  scientists  in  the  eedlcal  profession,  and  ht  Is  so 
far  ahead  of  tht  thin)clng  of  nis  profession  that  be  Is  naturally 
being  ridiculed  soaevhat.  As  a  aatter  of  fact,  the  Inventor  of 
penicillin  was  eoapletely  ridiculed  for  a  period  of  about  twenty 
years  Aintll  the  oar  brought  about  Its  acccptanct  by  the  eedlcal 
fraternity.  The  were  fact  that  Dr.  Koch  has  a  treateent  definitely 
affecting  virus  diseases  Is  of  Itself  suffleently  Isportxnt  tnat 
it  ought  to  be  analyzed  froia  every  angle  by  the  eedlcal  profession. 
As  I  understand  It,  bis  treateent  of  the  virus  type  of  cancer  will 
run  anyvhere  froa  lO  to  60  percent  cure.  If  he  had  a  10  percent 
cure.  It  would  be  soaetiilng  the  nedleal  sen  ought  to  look  at,  but 
the  ways  of  the  world  are  strange,  and  new  Ideas  are  slov  in 
developing.  I  think  «e  all  have  an  oppartunlty  to  see  sooethLng 
new  aborning  In  Dr.  Koch's  work,  and  It  pleases  ue  a  great  deal 
to  bear  about  your  enthuslasa. 

;Thls  type  of  treataent  has  been  used  vita  outsla.Ming 
successUn  the  case  of  cattle  and  other  anleals,  but  as  luck  would 
have  It,  I  have  a  cow  s^self  which  was  infected  with  oastltls,  and 
although  the  record  of  castltls  cures  Is  of  the  order  of  better  than 
90  percent,  we  have  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  In  getting  her 
curec.  •  Actually,  I  think  the  disease  had  progressed  to  such  a 
stage  before  she  had  the  injection  that  it  will  take  a  long  tlae 
for  her'  to  recover,  but  I  aa  still  very  hopeful  and  periodically 
ve  are  able  to  see  definite  laproveeents.  I  have  all  the  faith 
in  the  world  she  Is  going  to  be  cured,  and  1  an  just  pointing 
it  out  as  an  esaaple  with  which  I  au  personally  fanllltr  that  is 
giving  sooe  difficulty.

Tho  gowemasnt  olaias  in  this  case  that  the  nan  nerer  had  cancer**  ae 
they  interpret  the  z»rays  taken  at  the  tlae  of  his  risit  to  the  Qniwersity  of 
Uichigan  Hospital  as  showing  a  non  oalignant  condition*  Zn  this  instanos  they  . 
claim  that  pathologists  report  of  malignanoy  should  bs  disregarded* 

Here  was  a  case  history  w):sro  the  diagnosticians  at  tha  szoollant 
institution  at  Anu  Arbor  hod  no  rocson  to  anticipate  that  the  man  would  go  to 
Or*  Cooh.  They  were  sincerely  trying  to  find  out  the  nature  of  his  condition* 
wore  unable  to  doteroice  tho  nature  of  tho  diecaee  without  a  tiaauo  examination* 
and  upon  such  tissue  oopi nation  nrriwod  at  a  diagnosis  of  osnoor*  sdiioh  in  their 
Judi^nt  warranted  tho  sdrico  that  he  should  submit  to  s  crippling  operation* 

Bad  this  operation  boon  pcrfojnod*  the  absence  of  rsourrsnes  of  the  osnoor  would 
bo  attributed  to  a  suooossrui  surgical  operation* 

Anotlior  nan  was  in  tho  Ford  Hoopital*  Botroit*  on  repeated  occasions 
for  an  abdominal  condition**  Tho  hospital  record  shows  that  at  first  this  ooss 
wss  diagnoood  os  an  abscess*  bat  finally  portions  of  tho  lesion  removed  showed 
malignanoy  and  Ms  coedition  on  tho  basis  of  tissue  oxasication  was  pronounood 
os’  esnosr*  With  an  open  tlougMng  wound  in  tbo  abdoelsal  wall*  from  which  the 
intestinal  contents  were  discharging*  and  tho  lesion  so  sxtorxive  that'  no 
operative  relief  could  be  suggested*  be  was  left  out  of  the  hospital  apparently 
in  a  dying  eoadition*  Bs  received  t^*e  Aoeb  troataont*  raeovered  hia  health  and 
atroagth*  and  tbora  has  been  no  reourrouco  for  four  years*  Oovoricient  oanoor  * 
experts  admit  that  he  had  cancer*  but  contend  that  the  four  years  that  havs 
elapsed  is  too  short  a  tics  to  say  that  he  has  boon  cured*  IThethor  ho  has  or 
has  not*  tho  difforonos  between  a  bedridden  condition  at  death’s  door*  with  an 
open  wound  in  Ms  abdooba*  and  his  prosont  oooditioa  where  he  Is  psrforaiag  hard 
work  on  a  farm*  is  signifioant  of  benefit*

V/hen  one  kaows  tho  facts  presoatod  by  tho  owidoDoe  and  doouoeots*  the 
futility  of  tliose  trials  booooos  upparoat*  Tho  labels  whioh  tho  gororuaoot 
charges  wore  falso  ia  thoir  ropresentutioo  as  to  thompeutio  quality  wore  dis* 
ooutinaod  as  soon  as  Dr«  iLooh  was  iiuiiotod*  Had  tho  Food  aiid  Drug  DopartMont 
objootod  to  thoir  use*  ho  would  havo  disoontiDusd  thoa  at  its  request*  as  it 
ia  obvious  that  p>^sioiaas  do  not  ooooludo  to  u&o  a  roaody  booauoo  of  what 
appoars  on  tho  labol*  Vho  rooord  choes  tiiat  nucorous  physicians  throughout 
tlio  world  still  oootiouo  tl.oir  uso*  uouiiU;atuiidlag  tho  olaias  of  govoraaoat 
exports*  Xho  only  olain  of  hara  tliat  xaay  rocult  is  based  ou  tho  .theory  that 
patioats  who  oould  bo  better  aui  c<or«  oflooiivuly  troatod  by  souo  otitor  Dothod

Dear  Dr,  Amottt 

I  hare  been  aeaigned  the  pleasant  task  of  adrising  you  oon* 
oerning  the  nattare  of  the  ohemieal  work  done  by  the  Dow  Chenioal 
Coopaay  at  ICldland,  Ifiohigaa,  on  the  chemistry  of  the  Koch  drugs,  I 
am  presuming  that  you  are  not  interested  in  all  the  details  of  ttiis 
work  but  rather  in  the  oonolxisions  reached  and  the  general  mode  of 
prooedure  used  in  reaching  the  conclusions. 

Our  aotirity  stskrted  late  in  1944,  Through  the  years  we 
hare  been  interested  in  chemical  catalysts,  and  particularly  we  were 
interested  in  oxidation  and  polymerisation  catalysts.  We  had  obserred 
that  certain  ohesiioal  structures  within  the  moleoule  appeared  to  be 
the  centre  of  desirable  catalytic  effects,  Seturally  we  were  interested 
when  we  discorered  that  Dr,  Ite,  ?,  Koch  of  Detroit  was  using  oertain 
chemicals  containing  these  struotures  and  on  the  same  theoretical  basis. 
Our  application  was  in  industrual  chemistry  and  Dr,  Koeh*s  was  in  bio* 
ohemioal  systems,  but  our  approaches  fell  into  one  category. 

As  you  might  eaQ>eot  we  were  soswwhat  discouraged  by  the  weight 
of  (goremment)  expert  opinion  against  the  Koch  chesdstry,  I  was  par* 
tioularly  isqpressed  by  a  1936  American  Medical  Society  xmbli cation  to 
the  effect  that  the  i^or  portion  of  the  Kooh  chemistry  is  "pure  non¬ 
sense*  and  that  some  of  the  struotures  are  *incaiq>rehensible”.  We 
were  also  adrised  by  this  publication  that  Eooh's  "associates  were  not 
reputed  for  soientifio  attainment  or  for  any  other  reason  except  the 
kind  of  repute  earned  by  association  with  William  y,  Koch",  Meedless 
to  say  our  chemists  leaned  orer  backwards  in  their  proofs  in  order  that 

we  might  protect  the  good  name  of  Dow  from  such  a  Tigorous  assault,

Z  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  inrestigation  by  Dr,  WiUArd 
Dow  and  chose  first  to  find  out  what  the  speoif io  defects  were  st^posed 
to  be  in  this  chemistry.  This  oan  best  be  treated  by  separate  consider¬ 
ation  of  each  of  the  Koch  drugs. 


MOTZt  As  we  in  Canada  are  interested  in  only  Olyooqrlide  this 
part  of  the  oosmtunication  only  will  be  repeated  here. 
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Glyo3(yllde  is  alleged  to  be  a  polymer  of  the  etruoture

Dr,  Kooh  has  testified  concerning  his  process  of  making 
Olyoxylide.  He  has  described  0»C«C*0  as  a  gas  ahioh  he  has  nerer 
isolated  per  se  for  the  reason  that  it  is  so  reaotiTS  that  it 
imoediately  polymerises.  The  basis  of  his  assumption  that  0*C*C*0 
exists  is  the  fact  that  it  ia  the  only  substance  which  can  explain 
the  formation  of  the  particular  polymers  made.  The  opposition 
experts  state  categorically  that  there  is  no  such  oonpound*  that  there 
are  no  polymers  of  0®C*C*0. 

The  (opposition)  experts  say  that  eren  if  these  compounds 
existed  they  would  ionediately  form  glyos^lio  acid  in  contact  with 
water  (for  the  reason  that  0=C^C^O  is  structurally  the  anhydride  of 
glyoogrlio  acid). 

Ve  submitted  some  of  the  Koch  Olyoxylide  in  concentrated 
form  to  analysis.  The  material  submitted  was  in  water  solution  andf 
therefore,  according  to  (opposition)  expert  opinion,  should  hare  been 
a  solution  of  glyo^qrlio  acid.  Ye  found,  howewer,  that  the  material 
was,  in  fact,  a  polymer  consisting  of  a  chain  of  carbonyl  (i.e.  C*0j^ 
groups  and  that  the  solution  contained  no  glyoxylio  acid.  Ih  fact, 
the  eolution  contained  no  acid  of  any  kind.  Ye  failed  to  detect  acid 
groups  eren  with  speotrum  analysis. 

The  Dow  chemists  who  took  part  in  this  program  testified 
at  the  Koch  trial  held  in  the  Spring  of  1946  in  Detroit.  It  is  signi* 
fioant  that  no  rebuttal  testimony  was  offered  by  the  OoTemment. 

The  abore  information  is,  of  course,  a  sketchy  account  of  our 
inrestigation.  The  complete  eridence  is  arailable  to  anyone  interested 
As  a  general  conclusion  I  can  say  that  erery  single  case  where  an 
experiment  was  possible  the  results  were  consistent  with  the  riews  expc 
by  Dr.  Koch.  Ye  have  not  as  yet  secured  any  results  inconsistent  with 
those  views.
